War  Food  Order  No.  44,  as  amended 
(8  F.R.  4227;  9  Fit.  4321,  4319),  is  fur- 
ther amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  1465.20  Restrictions  relative  to  the 
1944  pack  of  canned  fish — (a)  Defini- 
tions. (1)  "Canner"  means  any  person 
who  is  the  first  owner  of  canned  fish. 

(2)  "Can"  means  (i)  to  pack  fish  in 
the  Continental  United  States  or  in  the 
Territory  of  Alaska  for  commercial  pur- 
poses in  hermetically  sealed  metal  or 
glass  containers  and  (ii)  to  sterilize  the 
fish  packed  in  such  containers  by  the  use 
of  heat. 

(3)  "Person"  means  any  individual, 
partnership,  association,  business  trust, 
corporation,  or  any  organized  group  of 
persons,  whether  incorporated  or  not. 

(4)  "1944  pack"  means  the  total  net 
weight  of  canned  fish  of  each  class  des- 
ignated in  (b)  (1)  hereof,  for  the  re- 
spective period  indicated  therein. 

(5)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Distribution,  War  Food  Administration. 

(6)  "Government  agency"  means  the 
War  Food  Administration  (including,  but 
not  being  limited  to,  any  corporate 
agency  thereof)  and  any  other  agency 
or  instrumentality  of  the  United  States 
designated  by  the  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  canner s.  (1)  No 
canner  may  sell  or  deliver  any  canned 
fish  of  his  1944  pack  except  as  permitted 
by  the  provisions  of  this  order.  The  fish 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  order 
are,  by  classes,  designated  as  follows: 

Class  1.  Salmon:  Red.  sockeye.  or  blueback 
(Oncorhynchus  nerka).  For  the  period 
March  1.  1944,  to  February  28,  1945.  both 
dates  inclusive)  Quota  percentage  pursuant 
to  (b)  (2)  hereof:  60  percent. 

Class  2.  Salmon:  Pink  (Oncorhynchus  gor- 
buscha).  (For  the  period  March  1,  1944,  to 
February  28.  1945,  both  dates  inclusive)

(2)  Sixty  percent,  by  net  weight,  of 
each  canner's  1944  pack  of  each  class 
numbered  1  to  4,  inclusive  (designated  in 
(b)  (1)  hereof ),  40  percent,  by  net  weight, 
of  each  canner's  1944  pack  of  class  5 
(designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof),  45  per- 
cent, by  net  weight,  of  each  canner's  1944 
pack  of  each  class  numbered  6  to  9,  in- 
clusive (designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof  for 
the  period  March  1,  1944,  to  June  24, 
1944,  both  dates  inclusive),  and  55  per- 
cent, by  net  weight,  of  each  canner's 
1944  pack  of  each  class  numbered  6  to  9, 
inclusive  (designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof 
for  the  period  June  25,  1944,  to  Febru- 
ary 28,  1945,  both  dates  inclusive),  are 
hereby  established  as  each  canner's  re- 
spective quotas  of  his  1944  pack  for  sale 
or  delivery  to  government  agencies.

of  canned  fish  equal  to  the  percentage 
of  his  1944  pack  of  such  class  plus  60,000 
pounds,  by  net  weight,  of  the  canned 
fish  of  the  1944  pack  of  such  class. 

(3)  For  each  60  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  any  class  numbered  1  to  4,  inclusive 
(designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof*,  which 
a  canner  has  sold  or  delivered  to  any 
government  agency  or  with  respect  to 
which  he  has  submitted  to  any  govern- 
ment agency  a' written  tender  of  delivery 
of  such  canned  fish  in  compliance  with 
a  written  contract  between  such  canner 


and  such  government  agency,  such  can- 
ner may  sell  or  deliver  40  pounds  of 
canned  fish  of  the  same  class  to  persons 
other  than  a  government  agency:  Pro- 
vided, That,  prior  to  the  time  of  each 
such  written  tender,  such  canner  had  ob- 
tained, with  respect  to  the  canned  fish 
included  in  such  written  tender,  an  in- 
spection certificate,  issued  by  an  inspec- 
tion service  approved  by  the  government 
agency  to  which  the  tender  has  been 
made,  indicating  that  such  canned  fish 
meets  all  the  specifications  set  forth  in 
such  canner's  aforesaid  written  contract 
for  such  canned  fish. 

(4)  For  each  40  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  the  class  numbered  5  (designated  in 
(b)  (1)  hereof)  which  a  canner  has  sold 
or  delivered  to  any  government  agency 
or  with  respect  to  which  he  has  submit- 
ted to  any  government  agency  a  written 
tender  of  delivery  of  such  canned  fish 
in  compliance  with  a  written  contract 
between  such  canner  and  such  govern- 
ment agency,  such  canner  may  sell  or  de- 
liver 60  pounds  of  canned  fish  of  the 
same  class  to  persons  other  than  a  gov- 
ernment agency:  Provided,  That,  prior 
to  the  time  of  each  such  written  tender, 
such  canner  had  obtained,  with  respect 
to  the  canned  fish  included  in  such  writ- 
ten tender,  an  inspection  certificate, 
issued  by  an  inspection  service  ap- 
proved by  the  government  agency  to 
which  the  tender  has  been  made,  indi- 
cating that  such  canned  fish  meets  all 
the  specifications  set  forth  in  such  can- 
ner's aforesaid  written  contract  for  such 
canned  fish. 

(5)  For  each  45  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  any  class  numbered  6  to  9,  inclusive 
(designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof  for  the 
period  March  1,  1944,  to  June  24,  1944, 
both  dates  inclusive) ,  which  a  canner 
has  sold  or  delivered  to  any  government 
agency  or  with  respect  to  which  he  has 
submitted  to  a  government  agency  a 
written  tender  of  delivery  of  such  canned 
fish  in  compliance  with  a  written  con- 
tract between  such  canner  and  such  gov- 
ernment agency,  such  canner  may  sell 
or  deliver  55  pounds  of  canned  fish  of 
the  same  class  to  persons  other  than  a 
government  agency:  Provided,  That, 
prior  to  the  time  of  each  such  written 
tender,  such  canner  had  obtained,  with 
respect  to  the  canned  fish  included  in 
such  written  tender,  an  inspection  cer- 
tificate, issued  by  an  inspection  service 
approved  by  the  government  agency  to 
which  the  tender  has  been  made,  indi- 
cating that  such  canned  fish  meets  all 
the  specifications  set  forth  in  such  can- 
ner's aforesaid  written  contract  for  such 
canned  fish. 
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(6)  For  each  55  pounds  of  canned  fish 
of  any  class  numbered  6  to  9,  inclusive 
(designated  in  (b)  (1)  hereof  for  the 
period  June  25,  1944,  to  February  28, 
1945,  both  dates  inclusive) ,  which  a  can-' 
ner  has  sold  or  delivered  to  any  govern- 
ment agency  or  with  respect  to  which 
he  has  submitted  to  any  government 
agency  a  written  tender  of  delivery  of 
such  canned  fish  in  compliance  with  a 
written  contract  between  such  canner 
and  such  government  agency,  such  can- 
ner may  sell  or  deliver  45  pounds  of 
canned  fish  of  the  same  class  to  persons 
other  than  a  government  agency:  Pro- 
vided, That,  prior  to  the  time  of  each 
such  written  tender,  such  canner  had 
obtained,  with  respect  to  the  canned  fish 
included  in  such  written  tender,  an  in- 
spection certificate,  issued  by  an  inspec- 
tion service  approved  by  the  government 
agency  to  which  the  tender  has  been 
made,  indicating  that  such  canned  fish 
meets  all  the  specifications  set  forth  in 
such  canner's  aforesaid  written  contract 
for  such  canned  fish. 

(7)  If  any  canner's  1944  pack  of 
canned  fish  of  any  class  (designated  in 
(b)  (1)  hereof)  is  less  than  4,800  pounds, 
such  canner  may  consider  such  canned 
fish  as  a  part  of  his  1944  pack  of  canned 
fish  of  any  other  class  (designated  in 
(b)  (1)  hereof). 

(8)  The  Director  may  issue  specifica- 
tions at  any  time  relative  to  the  packing 
of  the  canned  fish,  the  containers,  con- 
tainer treatment,  can  marking,  labeling, 
boxing,  and  strapping  in  connection 
therewith,  or  he  may  authorize  any  gov- 
ernment agency  to  issue  such  specifica- 
tions. Each  person  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  shall  comply  with 
such  specifications,  issued  by  the  Di- 
rector or  the  government  agency  au- 
thorized by  the  Director  to  issue  such 
specifications,  applicable  to  the  canned 
fish  processed  by  such  person. 

(c)  Inspection  and  grading.  All 
canned  fish  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  order  shall  be  subject  to  inspection 
and  grading  at  any  time  by  the  Director 
or  any  government  agency  authorized 
by  the  Director  to  make  such  inspection 
and  grading. 

(d)  Contracts.  The  restrictions  of  this 
order  shall  be  observed  without  regard 
to  contracts  heretofore  or  hereafter  en- 


tered into,  or  any  rights  accrued  or  pay- 
ments made  thereunder.  This  order 
shall  not,  however,  be  construed  as  re- 
ducing the  amount  of  canned  fish  of  the 
1944  pack  which  any  person  is  required 
tc  offer  or  deliver  pursuant  to  contracts 
heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  into  with 
any  government  agency. 

(e)  Records  and  reports.  (1)  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  obtain  such  in- 
formation from,  and  require  such  reports 
and  the  keeping  of  such  records  by,  any 
person,  as  may  be  necessary  or  appro- 
priate, in  the  Director's  discretion,  to  the 
enforcement  or  administration  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order. 

(2)  Every  person  subject  to  this  order 
shall,  for  at  least  two  years  (or  for  such 
period  of  time  as  the  Director  may  desig- 
nate) ,  maintain  an  accurate  record  of 
his  transactions  in  canned  fish. 

(f)  Audits  and  inspections.  The  Di- 
rector shall  be  entitled  to  make  such 
audit  or  inspection  of  the  books,  records 
and  other  writings,  premises  or  stocks 
of  canned  fish  of  any  person,  and  to 
make  such  investigations,  as  may  be 
necessary  or  appropriate,  in  the  Direc- 
tor's discretion,  to  the  enforcement  or 
administration  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order. 

(g)  Applicability  of  order.  Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or 
the  Territory  of  Alaska,  is  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereof,  but  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
doing  business  in  any  other  Territory 
or  Possession  of  the  United  States  with 
respect  to  such  business. 

(h)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  in 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  canned 
fish,  or  any  other  material  subject  to 
priority  or  allocation  control  by  any 
governmental  agency.  In  addition,  any 
person  who  wilfully  violates  any  provi- 
sion of  this  order  is  guilty  of  a  crime  and 
may  be  prosecuted  under  any  and  all 
applicable  laws.  Further,  civil  action 
may  be  instituted  to  enforce  any  liabil- 
ity or  duty  created  by,  or  to  enjoin  any 
violation  of,  any  provision  of  this  order. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  ad- 
ministration of  this  order  and  the  pow- 


ers vested  in  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tor, insofar  as  such  powers  relate  to  the 
administration  of  this  order,  are  hereby 
delegated  to  the  Director.  The  Director 
is  authorized  to  redelegate  to  any  em- 
ployee of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Agriculture  any  or  all  of  the  authority 
vested  in  him  by  this  order;  and  one 
such  employee  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Director  to  serve  as  Order  Administrator. 

(j)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  apply  in 
writing  for  relief  to  the  Director,  setting 
forth  in  such  petition  all  pertinent  facts 
and  the  nature  of  the  relief  sought.  The 
Director  may  thereupon  take  such  action 
as  he  deems  appropriate,  which  action 
shall  be  final. 

(k)  Communications.  All  reports  re- 
quired to  be  filed  hereunder  and  all  com- 
munications concerning  this  order  shall, 
unless  otherwise  provided  herein  or  in 
instructions  issued  by  the  Director,  be 
addressed  to  the  Director  of  Distribution, 
War  Food  Administration,  Washington, 
25,  D.  C.    Ref.  WFO-44. 

(1)  Effective  date.  The  provisions  of 
this  order  shall  become  effective  at  12:01 
a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  June  25,  1944.  With  re- 
spect to  violations,  rights  accrued,  liabil- 
ities incurred,  or  appeals  taken  under 
War  Food  Order  No.  44,  as  amended, 
prior  to  the  effective  time  of  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  the  provisions  of  said  War 
Food  Order  No.  44,  as  amended,  in  effect 
prior  to  the  effective  time  hereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  continue  in  full  force  and  ef- 
fect for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any 
proper  suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding 
with  respect  to  any  such  violation,  right, 
liability,  or  appeal.

War  Food  AministratiGn, 
Summary  to  WFO  44  Amendment  3. 

More  canned  fish  from  the  1944  pack 
than  was  previously  estimated  has  been 
reserved  by  the  government  because  of 
substantial  increases  in  military  and 
other  war  requirements,  the  War  Food 
Administration  announced  today. 

A  new  provision  reserves  40  percent 
of  the  chum  salmon  packed  during  the 
period  March  1,  1944,  to  February  28, 
1945  inclusive.  Packers  must  continue 
to  reserve  60  percent  of  all  other  species 
of  salmon  except  steelhead,  packed  dur- 
ing the  same  period. 


The  quantity  of  pilchards,  Atlantic  sea 
herring,  Atlantic  mackerel  and  Pacific 
mackerel  packed  during  the  period  June 
25,  1944,  to  February  28,  1945,  to  be  re- 
served, has  been  increased  from  45  per- 
cent to  55  percent. 

For  fish  of  the  above  species  packed 
during  the  period  March  1,  1944,  to  June 
24,  1944,  the  quota  for  delivery  to  the 
government  remains  at  45  percent. 

This  action  is  contained  in  an  amend- 
ment, effective  June  25,  to  War  Food  Or- 
der 44,  which  regulates  the  pack  of 
canned  fish. 


According  to  current  estimates  of  the 
1944-45  pack,  the  new  reserve  provisions 
are  expected  to  obtain  an  additional 
quantity  of  approximately  42  million 
pounds  of  all  types  of  canned  fish  for 
government  needs. 

The  amendment  also  includes  a  provi- 
sion for  relieving  shipping  difficulties  by 
allowing  canners,  who  pack  less  than 
4,800  pounds  of  a  particular  species,  to 
substitute  a  like  quantity  of  another 
species  when  delivering  the  portion  of 
their  pack  reserved  for  governmental 
use.

War  Food  Administration, 
Summary  to  WFO— 44  Amendment  5. 

Increase  in  the  percentages  of  four 
grades  of  canned  salmon,  required  to  be 
reserved  from  the  current  pack,  for  de- 
livery to  government  agencies,  is  an- 
nounced by  the  War  Food  Administra- 
tion. The  increase  in  the  quantity  re- 
quired to  be  reserved  for  military  and 
war  services  was  made  necessary  because 
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the  1944  pack  is  running  considerably 
short  of  the  pre-season  estimate. 

The  action,  taken  in  amendment  5  to 
War  Food  Order  No.  44,  increases  from  60 
percent  to  70  percent,  the  amount  of 
canned  red,  cohoe  and  pink  salmon  to  be 
reserved.  Chum  salmon  percentage  is 
Increased  from  40  to  70  percent.  King 
(Chinook)  salmon  remains  unchanged  at 
60  percent,  and  percentages  applying  to 
all  other  classes  of  canned  fish  also  re- 
main unchanged. 
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The  amendment,  effective  August  30, 
provides  that  canned  salmon  already 
tendered  to  government  agencies  and 
canned  salmon  sold  or  entitled  to  be  sold 
to  civilians  under  the  conditions  of 
amendment  3  of  the  order,  will  be  exempt 
from  the  Increased  percentages.  All 
other  1944  pack  canned  salmon  of  the 
specified  grades,  is  subject  to  the  re- 
vised percentages.

Packers  of  California  pilchards,  Pacific 
mackerel  and  Pacific  horse  mackerel  have 
been  ordered  by  the  War  Food  Admin- 
istration to  increase  their  quotas  to  be 
reserved  for  delivery  to  government  agen- 


cies, from  55  percent  of  each  canner's 
pack  to  100  percent  of  the  pack.  Per- 
centages on  other  classes  of  canner  fish 
remain  unchanged. 

The  action  is  taken  in  amendment  7 
to  War  Food  Order  44  and  becomes  ef- 
fective  Jan.    14,   1945.    Its  provisions 


affect  only  the  fish  packed  on  and  after 
the  effective  date.

The  quantity  of  vegetable  oil  which 
canners  of  tuna,  bonito  and  yellowtail 
may  use  in  each  case  of  48  cans  packed 
during  the  coming  packing  season  is 
limited  by  amendment  No.  10  to  War 
Food  Order  44,  effective  July  1,  1945,  the 
War  Food  Administration  has  an- 
nounced. 

Inventories  and  prospective  supplies 
of  vegetable  oil  are  insufficient  to  provide 
former  usage  of  vegetable  oil  throughout 
the  canning  season.

States,  and  on  pink  and  chum  salmon. 
Set  asides  of  pilchards,  Atlantic  sea  her- 
ring (including  Maine  sardines)  and  At- 
lantic and  Pacific  mackerel  are  reduced 
from  80  to  65  percent. 


The  amendment  also  specifies  that  sal- 
mon canners  must  continue  to  set  aside 
80  percent  of  their  1945  pack  of  coho 
silver  or  medium  red,  steelhead,  and 
Alaska  red  salmon.

U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Summary  to  WFO  44  Amendment  15 

As  a  result  of  substantially  reduced 
military  requirements,  U.  S.  civilians  will 
receive  more  canned  fish  from  the  1945 
pack  than  they  have  received  at  any 
time  since  1942  while  at  the  same  time 
increased  supplies  are  being  made  avail- 
able for  relief,  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Clinton  P.  Anderson  announced  today. 
This  is  made  possible  by  action  taken  in 
amendment  No.  15  to  War  Food  Order 
44,  effective  October  9,  1945. 

The  amendment  reduces  set-aside  per- 
centages for  canned  red,  coho,  steelhead, 
pink  and  chum  salmon  from  40  percent 
of  each  class  of  fish  to  30  percent  of  the 
entire  1945  pack  of  all  such  classes.  It 
also  reduces  set-aside  percentages  for 
Atlantic  sea  herring  and  Maine  sardines 


to  30  percent  of  the  fish  packed  during 
the  period  September  30,  1945  to  March 
31,  1946.  The  1945  pack  of  fish  in  this 
class,  canned  from  April  1  until  Septem- 
ber 29.  1945.  is  still  subject  to  a  65  per- 
cent set-aside. 

Also,  the  amendment  makes  the  65 
percent  set-aside  on  canned  Atlantic 
mackerel  applicable  only  to  fish  packed 
during  the  period  April  i,  1945  to  Sep- 
tember 29,  1945,  inclusive.  None  of  the 
canned  Atlantic  mackerel  packed  after 
September  29  is  now  reserved  for  Gov- 
ernment procurement. 

Set-aside  percentages  for  canned  pil- 
chards and  Pacific  mackerel  are  reduced 
from  65  to  45  percent  of  the  entire  1945 
pack.  The  100  percent  set-aside  for 
flaked  fish  produced  from  cod  and  had- 
dock applies  only  to  full  flakes  produced 


during  the  period  May  20,  1945,  to  Sep- 
tember 29. 1945.  None  of  this  flaked  fish 
packed  after  September  29  is  now  re- 
served for  delivery  to  the  Government. 

This  action  also  withdraws  the  privi- 
lege, previously  allowed  each  canner,  of 
delivering  up  to  60,000  pounds  more  than 
his  required  set-aside  for  each  class. 

Approximately  423  million  pounds  of 
canned  fish  were  made  available  to  civil- 
ians from  the  1942  pack,  and  it  is  esti- 
mated civilians  will  get  close  to  400  mil- 
lion pounds  from  the  1945  pack.  Civilian 
supply  of  canned  fish  last  year  was  about 
308  millions  pounds,  and  when  the  origi- 
nal allocation  of  the  1945  pack  of  canned 
fish  was  made  in  April,  it  was  estimated 
that  civilians  would  receive  about  200 
million  pounds.

U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
Summary  to  WFO-44  Amendment  17 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
today  announced  that  canners  of  Pacific 
mackerel  will  not  be  required  to  reserve 
for  governmental  use  any  part  of  their 
packs  processed  after  November  17,  1945. 
At  the  same  time  the  Department  re- 
duced the  set  aside  of  pilchards  for  the 
period  April  1,  1945  to  March  31,  1946 
from  45  to  30  percent  of  the  entire  pack. 


Both  actions  were  taken  in  amend- 
ment No.  17  to  War  Food  Order  44. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  order,  as 
amended,  the  USDA  reserves  45  percent 
of  the  pack  of  Pacific  mackerel  for  the 
period  April  1,  1945  to  November  17,  1945, 
but  requires  no  set  aside  after  November 
17,  1945. 

As  a  result  of  the  amendment,  an  addi- 
tional 27  million  pounds  of  canned  pil- 
chards will  be  available  to  civilians  out 


of  the  current  pack.  This  will  raise  the 
U.  S.  civilian  share  of  canned  pilchards 
to  an  estimated  126  million  pounds,  as 
compared  to  67  million  pounds  from  last 
year's  pack. 

Despite  the  fact  that  the  estimated 
1945  Pacific  mackerel  pack  is  expected  to 
be  less  than  half  of  last  year's  pack, 
civilians  will  now  get  15  million  pounds 
as  compared  to  19  million  pounds  from 
the  1944  pack.

Any  per- 
son doing  business  in  one  or  more  of  the 
48  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  the 
Territory  of  Alaska,  is  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  but  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  not  apply  to  any  person  doing  busi- 
ness in  any  other  territory  or  possession 
of  the  United  States  with  respect  to  such 
business. 

(h)  Violations.  Any  person  who  vio- 
lates any  provision  of  this  order  may,  In 
accordance  with  the  applicable  proce- 
dure, be  prohibited  from  receiving,  mak- 
ing any  deliveries  of,  or  using  canned 
fish.  In  addition,  any  person  who  will- 
fully violates  any  provision  of  this  order 
is  guilty  of  a  crime  and  may  be  prose- 
cuted under  any  and  all  applicable  laws.

War  Pood  Administration. 
Summary  to  WFO-44  Amd.  18. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  today  that  canners  of  all 
species  of  salmon — except  king,  Chinook 
or  spring,  steelhead,  and  blueback  or 
sockeye  packed  in  the  continental  United 
States — will  be  required  to  deliver  to  the 
Government  33.  percent  of  their  pack 
from  April  1,  1946  to  March  31,  1947,  in- 
clusive, and  canners  of  pilchards,  At- 
lantic sea  herring,  Atlantic  mackerel, 
and  Pacific  mackerel  will  be  required  to 
deliver  45  percent  of  their  pack  during 
the  same  period. 

The  new  percentages  are  contained  in 


Amendment  18  to  WFO-44,  which  re- 
stricts domestic  deliveries  of  canned  fish. 
The  action  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture is  based  on  a  need  for  canned 
fish  for  Government,  military,  and  relief 
purposes  during  the  1946  pack  year. 
Amendment  18  also  contains  a  provision 
limiting  the  amount  of  vegetable  oil 
which  tuna  canners  may  use.  This  pro- 
vision was  in  effect  during  the  past  sea- 
son. Pilchard  canners  may  receive 
credit  for  deliveries  for  export  to  the 
Philippine  Islands  if  such  deliveries  are 
reported  on  the  Pack  Report  Form.  Can- 
ners are  required  to  report  their  pack 
weekly  as  heretofore  and  file  a  total  re- 


port at  the  end  of  their  season.  The 
Pack  Report  Form  (FDO-44-1)  has  been 
revised  to  provide  space  for  reporting 
Inventories  and  deliveries  of  vegetable 
oil  for  tuna  canners  and  exports  of  pil- 
chards to  the  Philippines. 

Government  needs  for  canned  fish  of 
all  types  included  under  WFO-44  are  ex- 
pected to  be  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
However,  it  is  estimated  that  the  total 
1946  pack  will  be  about  70,000,000  pounds 
greater  than  the  1945  pack  and  domestic 
consumers  will  get  about  480,000,000 
pounds  of  all  types  of  canned  fish  dur- 
ing 1946  as  compared  with  410,000,000 
pounds  last  year.
